but when I reached Washington I found that it had ex­ 
panded into “THE PRESERVATION OF HUMAN LIBER­ 
TIES AGAINST AUTOCRACY, and for the formation of 
an alliance and partnership with Great Britain, and her 
allies, to fight for their cause as well as our own."—Cong. 
Rec. Vol. 55, Pt. 8, P. 85. This was written out ten days 
after our nation hád entered into the War. This speech of 
the Congressman reached the people long after the ma­ 
chinery of war had started.
